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INTRODUCTORV REMARKS. 



THAT the art of engraving in mezzotint should have attained its 
highest state of perfection whilst Sir Joshua Reynolds lived and 
painted was a most happy coincidence. It would seem as if the artist- 
engravers, contemporaries of Sir Joshua, stimulated by the extraordinary 
power of the painter's brush, had been enabled to surpass their art for 
the purpose of faithfully transcribing, in all their entirety, the pictures they 
imitated, as if the very genius of Reynolds had guided their hands ; for 
the works of art of these engravers are as much masterpieces in their way 
as those of the great Artist himself, and have contributed in no small 
degree to spread and perpetuate his reputation. Thus they delineated 
with wonderful truth and reality not only the expression and the grace, 
but even the characteristic peculiarities of the master's touch, with a 
result eminently powerful and attractive : the effect more resembles painting 
in mezzotint than engraving, for with what subtle power are reproduced 
the lines, the forms, and the texture of each part of the picture, and yet 
how bold and forcible is the whole! 

If we take, for instance, the print of Lady Elizabeth Keppel, engraved 
in mezzotint by Edward Fisher ; Mrs. Musters with her dog, by J. R. Smith ; 
Miss Jacobs, by John Spilsbury, the prize engraving of the year; Lady 
Taylor ; Lady Harrington ; the Duke of Leinster ; Master Bunbury ; and 
many others, all different, yet all as true and as perfect as it is possible 
to be ; what striking examples we have before us of the power of this 
art ! Such works as these delight us for their extreme beauty, and astonish 
us by their wonderful fidelity to the original paintings ; and we may 
well understand Sir Joshua Reynolds exclaiming, when he saw a fine 
engraving after one of his pictures by J. McArdell, *By this man I shall 
be immortalised ! ' 

To possess such works is to live with Reynolds and his times ; to 
study them is to nourish and improve the taste ; while at the same time 
we are led to regret that the art of mezzotint engraving on copper, as 
then practised, should have passed away with the men who brought it to 
such perfection. 
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Four separate Catalogues of the Engravings after the works of Sir 
Joshua Reynolds have been published at different periods. The first, in 
1794, was entitled, A Catalogue of Portraits, &€., engraved from Pictures 
painted by Sir foshua Reynolds, Kt., London : Printed for W, Richardson, 
Castle Street, Leicester Square, and sold by W, Clarke, Bond Street, and 
IV. Todd, York. This gives merely the name of the sitter, that of the 
engraver, with the date of publishing, and a few occasional remarks. Many 
of the names, both of the sitters and engravers, are misspelt, and some 
of the prints even misnamed, which is the more remarkable considering 
the short interval between Sir Joshua's death and the publication of the 
Catalogue. 

The second Catalogue was published in The Selections front the Gentle- 
man's Magazine, vol. iv. (18 11), and was entitled. Prints after Sir Joshua 
Reynolds. This is almost a reprint of Richardson's Catalogue, with the 
addition of the prices at which the engravings were originally published : 
these prices ranged from 2s, 6d. to 30J., according to the size and state of 
the plate. 

The third Catalogue was published by Edmund Wheatley, Panorama 
House, Leicester Square, entitled, A Descriptive Catalogue of all t/ie Prints, 
with the Engravers* Names and Dates, which have been engraved from 
Original Portraits and Pictures by Sir Joshua Reynolds, P.R.A. 1825. This 
is nothing but a reprint of the Catalogue of 1794, without any corrections. 

The fourth Catalogue is entitled, A Catalogue of the Portraits painted 
by Sir Joshua Reynolds, Kt, Compiled from his Autograph Memorandum- 
books, and from printed Catalogues, &c. By William Cotton, Esq. London : 
Messrs, Longman & Co, 1857. Although this is professedly a Catalogue 
of the Portraits, it gives also the names of the engravers, the dates, and 
the possessors of the pictures ; but it reproduces, unfortunately, the mis- 
prints of its predecessors, so far as the names and dates of the different 
sitters and engravers are concerned. 

A more extended interest in these beautiful mezzotints has led to a closer 
examination as regards the various states of the different plates. The terms 
' proof before letters,' * proofs,' and * prints,' or * finished impressions,' give but a 
vague idea of the progress of the engraving or of its condition. An engraving 
may be designated a proof, yet the proper distinction and possible value may 
depend on the absence of, or the character of the lettering, or of the date, 
or on other marks recognised only on close observation. The date in the 
line of publication, for instance, in many cases indicates the state of the plate : 
as regards these states it often happens, that though the first state may be the 
most rare, yet it by no means follows that it is the best. The first impressions 
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were generally taken off to ascertain what finishing touches, if any, were 
required, then the plate was carefully cleaned and very carefully printed, as 
much depended on the printer, so that the actual second states, and often 
the finished impressions, were more brilliant and more beautiful than the 
so-called first state. In fact, as Mr. Rawlinson truly observes in his Catalogue 
of Turner's Liber Studiorum, * first states are often more rare than beautiful' 

A popular plate was often much abused. After leaving the hands of the 
original publisher (who had taken off what he considered as many impres- 
sions as the plate would bear), it would come into the possession of some 
printseller or publisher less scrupulous, would be retouched, and f>erhaps 
renamed, or the lettering all taken out and false proofs issued. This 
was often done by placing a piece of thick paper over the letters during the 
printing, as well as by erasing the names from the copper. These deceits 
have even been tried in the present day, not only on the plates, but on the im- 
pressions themselves. A well-known instance occurred in Christie and Man- 
son's rooms in February, 1 874, when a series of mezzotints after Sir Joshua 
Reynolds were sent in for sale, so cleverly manipulated that they appeared 
to be the first state before all letters, and sold for large sums — *Lady 
Aylesford,' for example, realising 63 guineas : fortunately for the purchasers, 
this fraud was exposed by Mr. McKay, the chief partner in the firm of 
Messrs. Colnaghi and Co., in time to prevent the money being paid. 

In the present edition, the characteristic distinctions of each state of the 
plate is given in as short and concise a manner as is compatible with its 
recognition. A careful examination of the various collections has brought 
to light many states previously undescribed, some of very great interest to 
the collector. In describing the impressions, the line of publication is 
given, whenever practicable. When the artists' names, the title, or the line 
of publication is different from the usual form in the finished impression, it 
is so stated ; as, * etched letters,' * open letters,' &c. 

The unfinished or trial states in most cases, are placed in a separate 
line, and, as far as possible, a reference to some well-known collections is 
given for each state. Those termed * modern 'in J. C. Smith's Catalogue, 
when no alteration in size or date, &c. of the plate is mentioned, are only 
modern impressions of the previous state. 

Many of these mezzotints, especially good impressions, are daily 
becoming more rare and valuable. This arises not only from the increasing 
appreciation of them amongst collectors, but also from the carelessness of 
many who possess, or have possessed them, in allowing them to deteriorate, 
by rubbing and by damp. No engravings suffer so much from these two 
causes as mezzotints. 
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As an illustration of the increasing value, a few examples are here 
given of sale prices in 1792, soon after Sir Joshua's death; in 1850. when 
Evans's priced Catalogue was published; and in 1873-5, when the interest in 
these works again revived. 

At the sale of Sir Joshua's duplicate prints by Mr. Greenwood in 
Leicester Square, on April 16, 1792, and following days, *The Three Ladies 
Waldegrave/ a fine proof by V. Green, was sold for igs. In 1875, at the 
sale of Mr. Richmond's engravings at Christie's, Monday, June 7, a fine proof 
of the same sold for 236 guineas, and a common impression for 20 guineas. 
At the same sale in 1792, *The Duchess of Devonshire,' and *The Duchess 
of Rutland,' proofs by Valentine Green, sold for i/. 3^. the two. In 1873 
*The Duchess of Rutland' realised 180 guineas at Sotheby's, and *The 
Duchess of Devonshire ' 30 guineas at Christie's. * Lady Betty Delmd ' and 
'Mrs. Musters' sold for i/. is. in 1792. In March, 1873, a common impres- 
sion of the first, sold for 12 guineas, and one of the second for 40 guineas. 
A proof of the latter realised 108/. *Lady Bampfylde' sold in 1792 for 13^.; 
in 1873 a finished impression sold for 20 guineas, a first-state at Mr. 
Richmond's sale for 96 guineas, and another, 19th of February, 1875, 
for 105/. 

In Evans's Catalogue, published about 1850, a brilliant proof of* Lady 
Caroline Montagu,' by J. R. Smith — the engraving known as * Winter ' — is 
priced at 2/. 2s,; in 1873, a brilliant proof sold for no guineas; the finished 
impression for 20 guineas. * Lady Harrington,' a brilliant proof by V. Green, 
is priced at i/. I is, 6d.; in 1873 it sold for 38 guineas ; * Nelly (Lady) O'Brien,' 
a brilliant proof, priced at 2/. 2s.; in 1875, 63 guineas. In the sales of 
1873-5, * Mrs. Pelham'sold for 100 guineas: 'Lady Elizabeth Herbert,' for 
92 guineas, &c Amongst the male portraits, fine impressions of all the 
most noted personages realised from ten to twenty times the value put upon 
them twenty-five years ago. 

The size of the impressions is given in inches, taking the engraved 
portion of the plate, without the publication space ; the size often varies 
in some slight degree, owing to the paper shrinking in the process of 
drying.

ALBEMARLE, George, Third Earl of, K.G. 

Born, 1724 ; succeeded his father as 2nd Earl, 1754 ; died, 1772. When Viscount Bury, 
he was aide-de-camp to the Duke of Cumberland at the battle of Fontenoy. At Culloden 
he was the first to receive the fire of the army of Prince Charles Edward, having been sent 
forward to reconnoitre. On the same evening was despatched to London to announce the 
victory, and when he saw the King, his Majesty immediately exclaimed, 'What's become of 
my son?' * He is very well,* answered Lord Bury. * Then all is well with me,' replied the 
Kmg ; and, unable to speak, he withdrew, and ordered Bury 1000 guineas. In a letter from 
Mr. Anson to his brother. Lord Anson, he calls Lord Bury * the most charming of the sons 
of men.* In 1764 Lord Albemarle was appointed Commander-in-Chief at the reduction of 
the Havannah, a Privy Councillpr, and Knight of the Garter. .

AMHERST, Sir Jeffery, K.C.B. 

Bom, 1717 ; second son of Jeffery Amherst, Esq., of Riverhead, Kent ; entered the 
Army, 1731 ; Aide-de-Camp to Lord Ligonier at the battles of Rocoux, Dettingen, and 
Fontenoy ; Commander-in-Chief of the British Forces in North America from 1758 to 1764 ; 
captured Louisberg, Fort du Quesne, Niagara, and Ticonderoga, which led to the conquest 
of Canada ; Governor of Virginia, 1763 ; created Lord Amherst, 1776 ; made a Field Mar- 
shal, 1795. Died, 1797. 

T. Q. L., in armour ; right arm leaning on a staff ; hand to face, which is in half-profile, 
looking to his right ; his left hand gloved ; before him a helmet and a plan of the city of 
Montreal ; in the distance his troops are passing the rapids of the St. Lawrence in boats.

Died at Bath, 1775, aged 59.

AUBREY, Sir John, Bart. 

Bora, 1740 ; succeeded his father as sixth Baronet, 1786. Educated at Westminster and 
Christ Church, Oxford ; M.P. for the County of Buckingham for many years ; appointed a 
Lord of the Admiralty, 1782 ; one of the Lords of the Treasury from 1783-9. Died when 
Father of the House of Commons, March 1826.

BANKS, JOSEPH, F.R.S. 

The great Naturalist and Traveller ; bom in London, 1743 ; after leaving Oxford, in 
1766, he went to Newfoundland ; and afterwards, in conjunction with Dr. Solander, accom- 
panied, as Naturalist, Capt. Cook on his first voyage ; President of the Royal Society, 1777 ; 
created a Baronet, a Knight of the Bath, a Privy Councillor, a Trustee of the British Museum, 
&c. He died in London, 1820. * Sir Joshua's portrait of Banks is an excellent illustration of 
the importance of intelligent and intimate relations between painter and sitter. The painter 
has thoroughly understood his subject. The globe at his side, and the wide stretch of sea 
visible from the windows, are significant of voyages past and to come.'

A native of Turin ; bom, 17 16; came to England in 1750; compiled kn Italian and 
English Dictionary, to which Johnson wrote the dedication ; was for a time tutor in the 
Thrale family. In a broil in the streets he stabbed a man who had assaulted him ; he was 
arrested and tried for murder, but acquitted. At his trial, October 20th, 1764, Boswell says : 
* Never did such a constellation of genius enlighten the awful Sessions House — Mr. Burke, 
Mr. Garrick, Mr. Beauderk, Dr. Johnson, and many others — and no doubt their favourable 
testimony had due weight with the court and jury.' Dr. Johnson said of him ; * I know no 
man who carries his head higher in conversation than Baretti.' He was for some years 
Secretary for Foreign Correspondence to the Royal Academy. Died in 1789.

Second son of John Shute, first Viscount Barrington ; he was a Major-General in the 
Army and Colonel of the 8th Regiment of Foot ; married Elizabeth, daughter of Florentius 
Vassall, Esq. ; died in 1764. 

In the Catalogue of Sir Joshua's Works in the British Museum is the following me- 
morandum : — * General Barrington. Engraved by Houston. Lord de Mawley has 
one. The plate said to be destroyed after three impressions were taken.' In the Gulston 
Catalogue, *An engraving of Colonel the Honble. J. Barrington, bought by one of the 
family for three guineas.' 

This engraving is not to be found in any of the collections I have examined. H. 



BARRINGTON, Samuel. 

Fourth son of John Shute, first Viscount Barrington. A celebrated Naval Commander ; 
commanded in chief at the reduction of Santa Lucia, and particularly distinguished himself 
at the relief of Gibraltar ; promoted to Admiral of the Blue, 1787 ; died at Bath, 1800.

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BEAUMONT, Sir George, Bart.

Tavistock), and the beautiful Lady Elizabeth Keppel, Marchioness of Tavistock. Lord

Miss Vernon married, July 1776, George, second. Earl of Warwick, as his second wife.

Although acquitted, he had to pay the costs, amounting to 70,000/. The East India Company 
granted him a pension of 4000/. a-year. Macaulay says : * With all his faults, and they were 
neither few nor small, only one cemetery was worthy to contain his remains. In that temple 
of science and reconciliation, where the enmities of twenty generations lie buried, in the Great 
Abbey which has during many ages afforded a quiet resting-place to those whose niinds and 
bodies have been shattered by the contentions of the Great Hall, the dust of the illustrious 
accused should have mingled with the dust of the illustrious accusers. This was not to be.' 
He was buried where he was bom, at Daylesford. Died in 18 18, having lived to see his 
plans for the security of India successfully carried out.

REYNOLDS, Sir Joshua, P.R.A., F.R.S., LL.D. 

The greatest of English portrait- painters ; bom at Plyinpton, in Devonshire, in 1723 ; 
he early showed a talent for drawing ; at 17 he came to London and became a pupil of 
Hudson, a well-known portrait-painter, under whom he studied for two years ; owing to a 
quarrel with Hudson he returned to Devonshire and commenced painting portraits on his 
own account, but soon went back to London, and again returned to Devonshire in 1746, 
summoned there by the last illness of his father. In 1749 he made the acquaintance of 
Captain Keppel, and sailed with him to the Mediterranean on board the Centurion^ and 
afterwards visited Italy, where he stayed, studying the old masters, till 1753, and on his 
return to England at once took the position to which his talents entitled him, and became 
the principal portrait-painter of the day, perhaps the greatest England has produced. He 
was the first President of the Royal Academy, founded in 1768, and in that capacity 
delivered his well-known discourses. He continued to exercise his profession in full vigour 
till 1790, when his eyesight suddenly failed him. He died at his house in Leicester Square 
February 23rd, and was buried at St. Paul's Cathedral on the 3rd of March, 1792.

Lady Teazle in the * School for Scandal ' (she was the first actress who played this part), 
Beatrice in *Much Ado about Nothing,' Charlotte in the * Hypocrite,' Roxalana in the 
* Sultan,' and the Comic Muse in the * Jubilee.' Her taste in dress was so exquisite that she 
was often consulted by ladies of the highest rank. She died in Pall Mall, 4th March, 181 5, 
in her 84th year, and was buried in St. James's Churchyard. 

' Of all the theatrical ungovernable ladies under Mr. Garrick's management, Mrs. 
Abington, with her capriciousness, inconsistency, injustice, and unkindness, perplexed him 
the most.'— Smith, * Book for a Rainy Day.' Boswell says : * An actor rallying Johnson on 
his late appearance at Mrs. Abington's benefit, said, " Why did you go to Mrs. Abington's 
benefit ? Did you see ? " " No, sir." " Did you hear ? " " No, sir." " Why, then, did you 
go ? *' " Because, sir," replied Johnson, " she is a favorite with the publick, and when the 
publick cares a thousandth part for you that it does for her, I will go to your benefit too." ' — 
Bosweirs *Life of Johnson.'

Two of her children became of great interest 
to the people of this country. Her son, Frederick William, afterwards Duke of Brunswick, 
fell fighting at the head of his Black Brunswickers at Quatre Bras. Her daughter, Caroline, 
as the wife of George IV., became Queen of England, and whose trial and funeral very 
nearly led to a revolution.

She was equally distinguished 
for her beauty and taste for literature, and established a literary society known as the 
* Blue Stockings,' of which she was the queen. On every May-day she gave a feast of roast 
beef and plum-pudding to the chimney-sweepers on the lawn at Montagu House, Portman 
Square.

Three 
years later his wife sits for her portrait to Sir Joshua ; in 1797 he was created Lord Seaforth 
and Baron Mackenzie of Kintail. (The last Earl of Seaforth having died in August 1781, 
he being the well-known dilettante.) Lady Seaforth died in. Edinburgh, February 1829, 
aged 75. 

In Sir Joshua's pocket-book, January 1786, we find 'Mrs. Seaforth and Child,' and 
June 1787, *Mrs. Seaforth.' This has created some confusion as to who this lady might be, 
but in those days Mackenzie of Seaforth went by the name of Seaforth, as all great Scot 
lairds were known from their property and not by their name, of which a number of 
examples might be be given : Lochiel (Cameron) for instance, &c. &c. 

One of the family writes to me the following : * The old Earldom of Seaforth was 
attainted, and the estates confiscated, for the rising of 171 ^. A second Earldom was 
created in 1771, and became extinct in 1781. A Barony of S^aJorth, created in 1797, became 
extinct in 181 5. During the intervals of those different creations the successive possessors 
of the Mackenzie- Seaforth estates were known and styled ** Seaforth," and the old custom 
obtains up to the present day in the person of Major Stewart Mackenzie of the 9th Lancers.'

I. Portraits. II. Miscellaneous Subjects. 

As far as is at present known, there exist about 2000 authenticated pictures 
by Sir Joshua Reynolds. Tom Taylor, in the preface to the * Life and Times,* 
&c, estimates them at between two and three thousand. Of these pictures, 524 
were engraved by the most eminent engravers, and about 151 by other hands, 
making in all 675 engravings. In producing these plates, no fewer than 103 
engravers were employed. 

The dates referring to the painting of the pictures, are taken from the published 

list of Sir Joshua's pocket-books, from the * Life and Times of Sir Joshua Reynolds,' by 

C. R. Leslie and Tom Taylor, Northcote's * Life,' Cotton's * Catalogue of Portraits,' &c. 

,The pocket-books left by Sir Joshua, cannot always be depended upon, as other 

engagements besides those for sittings were entered in them. 

The present possessors of the engraved pictures have been ascertained from 
catalogues kindly lent from the different collections of Petworth, Althorp, Woburn, 
&c &c., from the printed Catalogues of the British Institution and Royal Academy, 
and from various private sources; but as some of these pictures change hands 
from time to time, correctness in every case cannot always be possible. 

There are some fine works, of which no traces have been discovered : such, 
for instance, as the picture of the Countess of Derby, which, judging from the 
engraving, must have been a magnificent one. 

Much has been said and written, about Sir Joshua's faded pictures and fleeting 
colours. If the trade of the picture - restorer had been confined to those who 
knew their business, we should have heard very little of either one or the other. 
The fading and fleeting are mainly due to those, who confided their pictures to 
persons utterly ignorant of the means employed by the artist, to produce those 
marvellous effects of colour, which abound in almost all his pictures, when un- 
touched by the hand of the so-called restorer ; for example — a magnificent portrait 
by Sir Joshua of one of the beauties of the day, was sent by its possessor to a village 
house-painter to be cleaned. It is not surprising therefore, that in many cases, the 
painting has been scrubbed down, until all the original colour is lost ; in many others 
some solvent has been employed which, while it took off" the various coats of varnish, 
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also destroyed the glaze, and with it the carmines which gave his pictures such a 
fascinating beauty. 

Sir Joshua, unfortunately, employed with his pigments, vehicles which by their 
nature, dried quicker than the colours, and thus caused cracking, and from their 
peculiar character also blackening. To say, however, that his colours faded, is con- 
tradicted by the fact, that those pictures which have fortunately escaped the hands 
of the ignorant restorer, for the most part remain almost as fresh as when first 
painted, only mellowed by age. This has been well exemplified in the grand col- 
lection brought together in the Grosvenor Gallery, and the splendid specimens 
exhibited this year in the Winter Exhibition of the Royal Academy. 

Gainsborough is stated to have said, 'That Sir Joshua's pictures in their most 
decayed state would be better than those of any other artist when at their 
best.' When Mr. Bowles hesitated about having his little daughter painted by 
Sir Joshua because it was said his pictures faded, Sir George Beaumont remarked, 
* No matter, take the chance ; a faded picture by Sir Joshua will be tlie finest 
thing you have.' This picture of Miss Bowles and her spaniel, painted now more 
than one hundred years ago, 'a matchless work, which would have immortalised 
him had he never painted anything else,' is now one of the gems of Sir Richard 
Wallace's collection. 

All possessors of Sir Joshua Reynolds' works, who wish to preserve them in 
their beauty, should remember the advice given to Mr. Bentley by Sir Thomas 
Lawrence (see Mrs. Hartley) ; it may, however, sometimes be necessary, from various 
causes, to have a picture relined and cleaned ; it behoves them in such cases to be 
most careful into whose hands it is given, or it may come out beautiful in firesh 
pigments and shining with fresh varnish, but, alas! no longer the work of our 
greatest painter.

' He will see that she is in great danger of losing the fine picture which has been 
for near six years in the hands of Mr. Sherwm. There is not a moment to be lost. The 
picture is the property of Mrs. Abington, and given by Sir Joshua Reynolds to Mr. 
Sherwin, at his own particular request that Sir Joshua would favour him so fiar as to let 
him have the preference of the many artists who, at the time the picture was painted, 
applied for it to engrave a plate from it.' 

Albemarle, George, 3RD Earl of. Painted 1 761-2. The Earl of Albemarle, 

Reynolds painted at least two portraits of him. The pocket-books give 1765, Dec. ; 
1766, Jan. ; 1782, Dec. ; 1783, Nov., as dates of sittings. On the engraving is 1762. 
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Althorp, Viscount. {See Spencer.) 

Althorp, Viscountess. {See Spencer.) 

Amherst, Sir Jeffery, K.C.B. Picture painted May 1765, He sat again, Feb. 1768. 

Earl Amherst. 
Sir Joshua painted two other portraits of him ; also a sketch for a portrait on 
horseback. 

Ancaster, Duchess of. The whole-length; painted in 1765. Tke Marquess Cholmondeley, 

The Same. Half-length, painted 1758 ; formerly in the possession of Countess- Dowager 
of Clare ; now of Stephen Tucker^ Esq., Somerset Herald. 

Ancrum, Countess of. Painted 1769-70. 

There are three pictures of this lady painted by Sir Joshua : one belongs to the 
Marquess of Lothian; another to Captain Beauchamp Kerr; another to Mr, Bischoff- 
sheim, bought from the Earl of Antrim. 

Anson, George, Lord. Painted 1755. Presented to Admiral Sir Percy Brett, the great- 
grandfather of the late Sir George Bowyer, There is another in possession of the Earl 
of Lichfield. 

Armstrong, J., M.D. There are two pictures. He sat ist May, 1755, and 2nd Sept. 1767. 
One belongs to Baroness Burdett-Coutts; another, according to Cotton, to the Marquess 
of Bute. 

Ash, John, M.D., &c. Painted 1788. In the Birmingham Hospital 

In Sir Joshua's account-book, under date 1789 : ' 150/. for Dr. Ash.' The picture 
is in a very good state.

Walpole says, ' She danced at the Opera House at Paris with a bandeau round 
her head, on which was inscribed ^^Honi soil qui maly penseJ* She was at one time 
mistress of the Duke of Dorset' 

Baddelev, Mrs. Painted 1771. 

In Sir Joshua's account-book, *June 177 1, Mrs. Badderly, 36/. i^s. paid by Mr. 
Hansen ; ft-ame paid.' {See also Part II.) 

Bampfylde, Lady. Painted 1777. Lord Poltimore, 

The picture is in good preservation, carefully cleaned by Seguier some twenty 
years ago. 

Banks, Joseph, F.R.S. Picture painted 1772-3. Sold by auction at Christie's, 1826. {See 
remarks on this picture in Part I.) He is also represented in one of the groups of the 
Dilettanti, with Lord Mulgrave and others. 

Cotton says: 'Another portrait, painted 1787, now in the meeting-room of the 
Linnean Society.' This is a mistake ; it was painted by Thos. Phillips, R.A.

Baretti, Joseph. Painted 1774, Lady Holland. 

In the Catalogue of the Exhibition of 1774, No. 223, * Portrait of a Gentleman, 
three-quarter length, which Walpole says is Mr. Baretti. It was painted for Mr. Thrale, 
and was bought for 100/. at the sale of the Streatham pictures. Sold to Watson Taylor ; 
at his sale bought by Lord Hertford, who gave it to Lord Holland in exchange for a 
picture of Lady Irwin.* Exhibited at the Grosvenor Gallery, 1884. In excellent 
preservation. 

Barker, John, Esq. Painted 1786-7. Formerly belonged to Sir Thomas Lawrence, and 
was sold at his sale for 32 guineas to Mrs. Carktr, 

Barrington, Admiral Samuel, Painted 1779. -^^ Greenwich Hospital, 

Six portraits were painted for the six officers who served on board his ship, whether 
all by Sir Joshua is a question. The engraved picture is at Greenwich ; was presented 
to the Hospital by the Bishop of Durham, and is one of Sir Joshua's best. 

Barrington, The Hon. Mrs. Painted 1758. Lord Barrington. 

In very good preservation. 

Barrington, General The Hon. John. Painted 1758. 

This picture, from which the supposed engraving is taken, is in the possession of 

Lord Barrington. 

Barry, Spranger. Painted in 1758. Formerly belonged to Caleb Whitefoord, and was 
sold at his sale for about 30 guineas. 

Bartolozzi, Francis, R.A. Painted in 177 1-3. The Earl of Morley. 

Is in excellent preservation. Exhibited at the Grosvenor Gallery, 1884. From the 
two engravings, one by Watson, the other by Marcuard, it would appear as if there were 
two pictures : the position is altered, but the dress is the same. 

Barwell, Mr. and Son. Painted, 1 780-1, for Warren Hastings, and was intended to go to 
India. 

A small portrait of Warren Hastings hangs on the wall in the picture (^Ufey p. 316, 
vol. ii.) This is not represented in the engraving. The picture was lately m the 
possession of Capt. E. H. Beauchamp, Exhibited at the British Institution, 1854. 

Bastard, Mrs. Painted 1757. Mr. Baldwin Bastard. 

It is said that when Mrs. Bastard sat she wished to be painted with her eyes looking 
to the front, to which Sir Joshua objected, as she had somewhat of a squint ; she insisted, 
and the portrait was so commenced, but was soon altered at her own request 

Bath, William Pulteney, Earl of. Painted in 1757. The engraved picture is in the 
possession of Lord Northwick j a repetition at Admiral Woolcomb^s; also one (a 
copy Y) in the National Portrait Gallery. There is a fine portrait, differently treated, 
not engraved, in the National Portrait Gallery. 

Bayham, Viscountess. Painted 1786. Commenced when Mrs. Pratt, and finished 1786, 
when Lady Bayham. Earl Spencer. 

A beautiful picture, exhibited at the Grosvenor Gallery, 1884, called 'Marchioness 
Camden,' which Title was not given till 1812. 

Beattie, Dr. James. Painted 1773. Bequeathed by the Misses Glennie. 

University of Aberdeen, 
Beattie, in his Journal, says : *Augt. 16, 1773. Breakfasted with Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds, who this day began the allegorical picture. I sat to him five hours, in which time 
he finished the head.' 

Beauch amp, Viscountess. Painted 1789. The Marquess of Hertford. (?) 

In Sir Joshua's pocket-book for this year, Lady Beauchamp's name appears as a 
sitter, Monday July 13, and opposite the following, * Prevented by my eye beginning to 
be obscured.' Her name appears for the next day, and also for the i ith.

Belgioioso, Count. Painted 1779. At Vienna, (?) 

Beresford, The Hon. Mrs., with the Marchioness Townshend and the Hon. Mrs. 
Gardiner. Painted 1775. The National Gallery. 

This picture was presented to the nation by the late Earl of Blessington, son of the 
Hon. Mrs. Gardiner. 

Berkeley, Countess OF. Painted 1757. In good preservation. Lord Lansdowne. 

BiLLiNGTON, Mrs., as *St. Cecilia.* Painted 1787 or 89. In the New York Museum. 

This picture is said to have been painted as a pendant to the Tragic Muse. Cotton 
says : * Mrs. Billington was purchased at the sale of Mr. Bryan's pictures in 1798 by 
Mr. Hope, for 325/. los. ; again sold at Christie's, in 1845, for 505 giuneas. 

Bingham, The Hon. Anne. Painted 1786. Earl Spencer. 

Exhibited at the Grosvenor Gallery, 1884. A very beautiful picture, in excellent 
condition. 

Blackett, Sir Walter. Painted 1761-2. The Newcastle Infirmary. 

This picture was the last of several portraits painted for him by Sir Joshua, and 
must have been done after the year 1760. It was presented to the Infirmary at New- 
castle by Sir John Trevelyan, Sir Walter's nephew. It was engraved as a frontispiece 
to Brand's History of Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1789. From some cause, the picture cracked 
and faded, and one of the Governors of the Infirmary wrote the following epigram : — 

' Painting of old was surely well designed 
To keep the features of the dead in mind ; 
But this great rascal has reversed the plan. 
And made his picture die before the man.' 

Blackstone, Sir Wm. Painted . The National Portrait Gallery. 

Blake, Mrs., as * Juno.' Painted 1769. Sir Henry Blake^ Ash field, Suffolk. 

Picture much injured by damp. 

BONFOY, Mrs. Painted 1754. Earl of St. Germans^ Port Eliot. 

Ht is one of the most beautiful female portraits, and in perfect preservation. The 
lady is painted as a half-length, in a green dress, with one hand on her hip, and the head 
turned with that inimitable ease and high-bred grace of which Reynolds was master 
beyond all the painters who ever painted women.' — Life. 

BoOTHBY, General Sir William. Painted 1765. Rev. Sir Brooke Boothby^ Bart. 

BoOTHBY, Sir Brooke. Painted 1784. Earl Dudley. (?) 

BooTHBY, Miss Penelope. Painted 1789. Earl Dudley. 

She was a restless little girl, and did not like to be painted ; but Sir Joshua hap- 
pened to catch her at a moment when she sat down with her hands before her. The 
picture was sold at Phillips's, May 185 1, for 290 guineas, to Mr. Windus, at whose sale 
at Christie's, March 1859, it was bought by the present possessor for iioo guineas.

Joshua in his picture of Mrs. Bouvene and Mrs. Crewe.' A sketch of Guercino's picture 
is in Reynolds' Roman Note-book. 

Bower, Archibald. Painted 1758. Was in possession of Mr, Anthony. 

Bowles, Miss. Painted 1776. ' Sir Richard Wallace. 

* Another of Sir Joshua's beautiful children. Sir George Beaumont's advice to the 
father, who objected to Sir Joshua as a painter because his pictures faded, was taken. He 
says, dpropos to fading : * No matter, take the chance ; even a faded picture of Reynolds' 
will be the finest thing you have.' — See Life, vol. ii. p. 135. Lord Hertford gave 107 1 
guineas for this picture at General Bowles' sale, May i8;o. 

Braddyl, Master Thomas. Painted 1784. Baroness de Rothschild. 

The engraving is dated 1786. Exhibited at the British Institution in 1862. 

Broughton, Lady. Painted 1768. Lord de Tabley. (?) 

Brunswick, Augusta, Princess of. Painted 1764. The King of the Belgians. 

BuccLEUCH, Duchess of, with her Daughter. Painted 1772-3, The Duke ofBuccleuch. 
Exhibited at the Grosvenor Gallery, 1884. In excellent preservation. 

BUNBURY, Sir Thos. Charles. Painted 1767. Sir Charles f, Bunhury, Barton, Suffolk. 
This portrait is very finely painted and in good preservation. 

BUNBURY, H. W. Painted 1766. Sir Charles f. Bunbury. 

BuNBURY, Mrs. H. Painted 1777. Sir C. H. Bunbury. 

The * Little Comedy ' of Goldsmith. {See Part 1 1.) 

Sir Joshua left in his will, *To Mrs, Bunbury, the Portrait of her Son.' 

Bunbury, Lady Sarah. Painted 1765, Sir C H. Bunbury. 

* This is the stateliest picture he has painted of her ; whatever Mrs. Piozzi may say 
about her playing cricket and eating beefsteaks, she was as handsome as any goddess.' 

Barry says, * One of Reynolds' best works.* 
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BuNBURY, Master. Painted 1780. Sir CAas. H, Bunbury. 

In 1850 I had an interview with Sir Henry Bunbury, then between 70 and 80 years 
of age ; I knew him immediately from his likeness to the engraving of Master Bunbury. 

BURGHERSH, JOHN, LORD. Painted 1787. Exhibited in that year. The Earl of Jersey. 

Burke, Edmund. The engraved picture was painted in 1772 ; is in the National Portrait 
Gallery; there are at least five repetitions ; he sat seven times to Sir Joshua between 
1767 and 1786. Mrs. Drummond exhibited one in 1877; bought by Conversation Sharpe 
at Thrale's sale, and left by him to Mrs. Drummond, Another, described as belonging 
to Mr. Haveland Burke, was sold at Christie's, July 1874, to a Mr, Davisy for 1050/., 
paid for in bank-notes at the time. 

Burke, Richard. Painted 1782. Earl Spencer. 

A very fine picture. Exhibited at the Grosvenor Gallery in 1884. 

Another, similar. The Hon. G. Fitzwilliam. 

BURNEY, Chas., Mus. Doc. Painted 1781 for Mrs. Thrale. Exhibited at the R. A. Winter 
Exhibition, 1877, by Mr, Bumey, 

Sir Thos. Lawrence considered that this was one of the finest works of Sir Joshua. 
The picture is in excellent condition. 

Cadogan, Lady. Painted 1786-7. Walpole says, 'A bad likeness.' 

Callander, Mr. Picture painted 1772. In Arkingglass. (?) 

Camden, Charles Pratt, Lord. Painted 1764-5, as Chief Justice of the Common Pleas. 

In the Guildhall^ London. 

Another, painted in 1768-9, when Lord Chancellor. Marquess Camden. 

Campbell, Miss Sarah. Painted 1778. Lord Cawdor. 

It was exhibited at the R. A. Winter Exhibition, 1880. In excellent preservation. 

Cardiffe, John Stuart, Lord. Painted about 1776. The Marquess of Bute, 

Exhibited at the R. A. Winter Exhibition, 1875. 

Lord Whamcliffe has another picture called 'Lord Mountstuart,' in his robes. 
Exhibited at the Grosvenor Gallery, 1884. 

Cardross, Lord. Painted 176 i. In possession of the Family. (?) 

Carlisle, Fred. Howard, 5th Earl of. Painted 176 1-2, when a youth. 

The Earl of Carlisle^ Castle Howard. 

The Same, in his robes. Painted 1769. The Earl of Carlisle. 

Carlisle, Countess of. Painted 1770. The Earl of Carlisle. 

Carnac, Mrs. Painted in 1777-8. Sir Richard Wcdlace, M.P. 

No mention is made in any of the extant pocket-books, of this lady; that for 1778 is 
missing ; but from the style of dress and position, we may suppose it was painted about 
the same time as Lady Bampfylde. 

The picture was sold at Christie^ June 15, 1866, for 17 10 guineas, to the Marquess 
of Hertford. 

Carpenter, Lady Almeria. Painted 1768-9. The Marquess ofLansdowne.

Mr. Burke replied that Sir Joshua's appli- 
cation was made at a most fortunate moment, as the wife of the manager of his stock, 
whose name was Rolfe, had recently been put to bed of an extraordinary fine male child, 
and who would afford him an admirable classical subject for an infant Hercules. Sir 
Joshua immediately went to the bailiff's house, sent for his colours, and painted the 
sketch on the spot, which is now at Thirlestane House. Young Rolfe, whilst grow- 
ing up, was constantly called by Mr. Burke's friends, Hercules, and is now, 1844, a 
farmer in Bucks.'

1 77 1, and finished on what we painters call a half-length canvas, and was in point of 
expression exactly as it now stands, but without any intention on the part of Sir Joshua 
of making it the subject of an historical composition, or having the story of Count 
Ugolino in his thoughts, being exposed in the picture-gallery along with two other works, 
it was seen either by Mr. Edmund Burke or Dr. Goldsmith, I am not certain which, 
who immediately exclaimed, that it struck him as being the precise person, countenance, 
and expression, of the Count Ugolino, as described by Dante in his * Inferno.' The 
picture, when finished, was bought by the Duke of Dorset for 400 guineas. 

*The Duke of Dorset paid Sir Joshua 400 guineas for this picture, and when it was 
remarked that this was a lage sum to pay for a modem production, " That may be true," 
said the Duke, " but the picture affords me so much more pleasure than the money 
would that I do not know how it could be better applied.'' ' — Northcote,
